State’s Chief Executive Will A s k the 
Legislature to Pass Amendment 
Providing 
for 
H igh w ay 
M achinery Purchase.

Jefferson City, Mo., Nov. ll .—Gov- 


! ernor Major has apian f<»r supplying 
| every county in the state with im­ 
p ro v ed 
road 
machinery, but it will 
have 
to 
await the sanction of the 
next legislature before consummation. 
In brief, it is to so amend tile pres- 
I ent 
laws 
under which each county 
I draws a pro rata of road funds from 
the state as to provide for supplying 
tile improved machinery out of state 
funds. 
He says that a short amend­ 
ment will accomplish this. 
There are four sources from which 
road funds are secured by the state, 
as follows: 
Automobile licenses, sale 
of option stamps, 
corporation 
filing 
fees and a general good roads fund. 
While the legislature has made ef­ 
forts to so direct the expenditure ot 
these funds as to produce the best 
results, yet the counties do not al­ 
ways follow' the intent of the law and 
much of Cie money is spent for patc h­ 
work and not for permanent improve­ 
ments. 
All the hest counties iii the state 
j own improved road 
machinery, 
but 
the poorer counties, and where the 
worst roads are to he found, adhere 
to primitive methods. 
One of the combination road gra­ 
ders, levelers, etc., costs about $3,- 
500, so the governor says, and the 
poorest 
counties 
in the state draw 
more than this sum from the road 
funds here mentioned. 
It is the governor's idea 
that 
if 
these counties were given improved 
road machinery they would very soon 
have better roads, and with the law 
so changed that they would he forced 
to either take machinery and use it 
properly, or receive no aid from the 
state, the most fossilized county court 
would Quickly see the point. 
It costs from $G0 to $75 per mile to 
grade and level a highway with im­ 
proved machinery, according to the 
estimates of the highway department, 
and it is very much in evidence that 
when a county commences investing 
in approved road mac hinery is it soon 
going to have good roads. 
The 
amendment 
here referred to 
will be one* of the recommendations 
of the governor to the next legisla­ 
ture.
